W ABHINGTON, Sept. 20 —-In the house,
the debate on the Tucker il, repealing
the federal election law, was resumed.
Lucey of Iows spoke in opposition. He
gs1d the il was inopportune, that no
federal election took place till 1884, yet
at this crisie, with an extraordipary eon
gress to dea! with financial questions,
this bill was dragged into the arena.
What was the reasonl The Democratic
perty was coufronted with s great dan-
ger. Last fall, by fusion in some states,
by chicsnery 1n others, by advocsting
free silver here snd monometalism there,
the Demoerats had come 10to power. The
president sttempted to carry out the pro
gramme agnaiost silver. He had split his
party in twain. Suddenly by the decree
of a party caocus this bill waa brought
in. Why? To henl the breach; to rally
the whole strength of the party with the
war cry: “Down with federal supervis
1on of elections” Lacey Inid great stress
on the constiiutionslity of this law, and
then began to spesk on the alleged elec-
tion outrages 1 the South, bringing on &
wordy exchavge witn Talbert ol Sonth
Caroline when he reached that siste,
Lacey getting the best of the encounter.

After Lacey conciuded, MecLusorin of
South Carolios replied us to the stricture
on that state, decluring lie was in lavor of
loesl sell-governmen’.

Wilson of Massachusetts wanted
koow, if the Demperatic party w=s io
tavor ot home rule, why Cleaviand ap
pointed Southern meo to places in Min
pesots, Nortn and South Dakota, and
other Northern stutes.

The Eebels Sueceed.

Lospox, Sept. 20—It is aooouanced
that the foriified island of Saata Cath-
arine, Bruml, bes surrendered to the
rebels,

The surrender of Sapta Catbarina is
looked upon as so important victory for
the rebels, as it 1s contiguous to Rio
Grande do SBul, which is not serioosly
disaffected. The rebel squadron. which
went south from Sastos after failing to
effect a 'andiog there, leaving a war ves-
sel to blockade that point, hes been oft
the 1siand of SBanta Cathsarina some time,
snd the surrender of Desterro on Its west
const was sopounced, but was not be-
lieved, some days ugo. The rebels a-e
now said to be in fuoll possession of the
island, which 1s well watered, eapable of
being made a most important barbor and
huving & superb bay, where the rebel
shipr can  provision sod retit. It will
sefve as a base from which the religls
witl direct mnland operations, 88 the rebel
commander intends to carry oo the war
on land and gradually, if possible, gather
togother ap army sirong epongh to meet
President Peixote's forces in a pitched
battle. Peixoto is seid to be greally rn-
noyed and slsrmed at this fresh sugeess
opon the part of the rebels, =

A Terrble Mine Accident.
InoN MousTAIN, Mich,, Sept. 20—It 18
reported this morning that the Mansfield
mioe, & few miles from Crystal Fal's,
caved in last pight, killing forty miners.
The minere were buoried under a heavy

mass and there is oo possible chaoce of
them escaping alive. Rescuming parties
are hard at work. Unless the mmpns-
ooed men cen be reached in a short time
they will be all lost, sa the waters are
rising fast snd will soon remch them, if
thes wre not already dead.
The main shaflt of the mine extends
under the Michigamme river and the
subsiding of the ground torped the
stre=m 1nto the mine, finoding it almost
instantly. There were sixty men in the
mioe and but fifteen escaped.

A LATER REPORT.
It is pow sm1d@ that only three men es-
caped. They were in the shaft atthe
time of the accident and were litersily
blown out by the rush of water and air.
Three are sctually koown to be dead.
The mine is flooded to the level of the
river bed and it is impossible that any
one can be slive in the mine.

28— Council-
man Peter Grabam, cherged in the courts
with taking a bribe, was before the city

counci| today in sn investigation by that
body. The proceedings were of a semi-
judiciul nature, the defendant being rep-
resented by his attorney.

Bomsg, Idsbo, Sept. 28—The Idaho
Wool Growers' Association has offered a
rewald ol $500 for the errest and eoovie-
tion of the person or persons who have
been poisoping a large number of sheep
of late in Owyhee county, or who here-
after distribute poisen on the runge. The
state will probably add to the reward.
Hundreds of sheep have been killed by
ealing saltpetre or & mixture of salt and
strychoine sprinkled over the raoges.
The shecpmen charge the cattlemen with
the wholesale puisoning.

A Deerease This Year.
Wasninarox, D. C. Sept. 50—Marshal
Cushing’s pewspaper, the Capitol, has
this:

“An aopual incresgse of from 8 to 10
per cent in the gross reecipts of the post-
office department i2 ususlly counted up-
on. In Juoe the department showed an
increase in grosa receipts ol a little over
8 per cent; in July the increase was only
little more than 8 per cent; in August
there was an wotual fal ivg off of 4 per
cent ws compared with tone receip's of
Augast o vear ago. This means simply
that the general buosiness of the country
bas fallim off as indicated by these g
ures, aad the deficit in pestal revennes is
lkely to be not $4.000,000 or $£5,000.000
for this year as was expected, bat rather
£8,000,000 or $10,000,000.

Port Townsexp, Wash, Sept. 50—
The fact that the unthorities at Washing-~
ton bave determined to pot down smug-
gling on Puget sound, maoifested in the
recent order transferring the revenue cut.
ters Grant sud Perry from New York to
these waters, was emphasized todsy by
receipt of instrocticos from the trensury
department suthorizing the appointment
of four extra inspectors. They will be
located at Blaine, Tacoms and Townsend,
the other one roving. Instructions for
the appointment of twelye more sre ex-
pected 1o the mesr fnture, which will
place the local custom-house under civil
scrvice.

tions which are in excess of the terms of
the original nltimstum sent by France to
Biam. M. de Villers threstens that if
this treaty is not scvepted within the time
specified he will leave Bangkok.

The Port Orchard Drydock.
Tacoxa, Wash,, Sept. 30.—After in-
vestigation by the nayy department of
the sction of the contractors of the Port
Orchard drydock, set on foot by the
Stope-cotters Union of Tacoms, Secre-
tary Herbert has ordered hard sandstone
or granite to be used 1a the dock 1nstead
ot the Tenino sandatone. This statement
was made tonight by J. F: Harbottle and
Thomus Demhburst, officers of the Stone-~
cutters’ Union. This action of the de-
partment will cost the contractors be-
tweon $40,000 and $60,000 it 15 said.
